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With the American Forces 
on the 
Aisne. Thursday, Sept. 5.—In their en- 
deavor to keep up with the Germans 
who are retreating beyond the river 
Aisne, the Americans have organized 
automobile machine gun detachments 
with three men to each car. More than 
thirty cars were operating north of the 
Vesle river early today. 


As not much German infantry has 


been sighted the automobile machine 
gunners were uncertain just where 
their advance might lead them. The 
outfit had supplies of food and equip- 
ment to enable them to keep after the 
Germans for days 


As the Americans pressed forward it 
was a different sight than that which 
had greeted them in their advance from 
the Marnc to the Vesle 
From 
the 


Vesle northward over the plateau the 
Germans had cleaned up virtually ev- 
erything, taking: with them all of value 
or of use, and were burning that which 
they could not move 
northward or 


which might be of use to the French 
and Americans. Between the Marne 
and the Vesle the Germans had left 
great stores of supplies and ammunition 
because of their hasty withdrawal 


The roads on the plateau north of the 
Vesle were in fairly good condition al- 
though _in some places over ravines the 
Germans had endeavored to 
destroy 
small bridges. 
Engineers quickly re- 
paired the roads and Americans on foot 
and on horseback and mule teams, "au- 
tomobile trucks and motor cycles went 
a)iead along grain fields overrun with 
weeds and pasted villages with houses 
shot to pieces but nowhere encounter 
ing anything of military value 


The plateau for every few miles was 


dotted with frames of 
German air- 
dromes from some of which the Ameri 
cans say the 
German raiders who 


bombed Paris evidently operated. Three

In many localities doctors and other 


persons using their automobiles last 
Sunday on purely legitimate purposes 
were taunted and humiliated by being 
called "slackers" and "pro German," 
and in some instances they were as- 
saulted. 
While urging that the spirit 


of the order be faithtully observed by 
everyone, both Governor Cox and Fuel 
Administrator Frantz requested that 
those using cars on legitimate business 
not be molested in the future. 


Governor Cox suggests that stickers 


designating that cars are being used 
for legitimate purposes be authorized 
by proper officials and pasted on the 
windshields, or that a flag be used as 
such designation. 
The governor re- 
quests that police and other officials 
make courteous inquiry of every person 
driving a machine on Sunday to ascer- 
tain whether it is being used for legi- 
timate purposes. 


Fuel Administrator Frantz showed a 
letter from the fuel administrator of 
Meigs county, which recited a number 
of instances 
where physicians and 
others using automobiles legitimately 
ware insulted and assaulted 
A man 


and -his wife from Portsmouth on their 
way to attend the funeral of the man's 
brother were stopped and abused.

They were returning from West Vir- 
ginia ami , had been heldup by wash- 
outs., A woman doctor was insulted 
while^nmking a professional call and 
refused to answer other emergency calls' 
during the day.

GERMANS SOFFER A 


SEVERE WEAKENING 


IN THEIR MORALE

London, Thursday, 
Sept. 
5.—The 
light losses of the allied troops and 
the large number of German prisoners 
taken by them in the present offensive 
are attributed to the temporary low- 
ering of the fighting power of the Ger- 
man army as the result of being "over 
fought" and certain disorganization 
due to the general retreat under con- 
stant heavy pressure. 
Military ex- 
perts an improvement in the enemy's 
morale when these factors are removed 
Viewing the western 
front as a 
whole, military experts express the be- 
lief that the German high command 
has kept the situation in hand but to 
do so it has made demands on the 
troops which cannot continue indefi- 
nitely without dangerous risks. 
Al- 


though the Germans generally have 
maintained 
their front during their 
hasty withdrawal, they have lost an 
enormous amount of material and 
doubtless have suffered a severe weak- 
ening In their morale and power of re- 
sistance. 
Thousands of Germans are 
being used in reconstruction work 
when every rifle is needed on the front 
lines.

As our valiant troops move forwarc 
day by day they are removed from then- 
base of supplies, and untold thousands 
of trucks are necessary to carry food 
and ammunition forward. 
Besides 
great quantities of fuel are needed for 
flying machines. 


"The foe is in great confusion and we 
are all moved by the hope, if not the 
belief, that if we at home by sacrifice 
and service, render our part, the Prus 
sian army will be driven behind the 
Hindenburg line, and possibly as far as 
the soil of Germany, before the snows 
of winter come. We want no interrup 
tion of military plans occasioned by 
either lack of abundant and nourish- 
ing food for the soldiers or ammunition 
for the guns.

Do not let the surplus apples go to 
waste, make them into apple butter. 
Summer apples make sulendid apple 
butter, even without the use of boiled 
cider, which, however, is a desirable 
addition if it can be obtained.

It is very easy to start a neighbor-

Teachers fre- 
quently find their work hampered by 
conflicts with parents who thnk they 
have a grievance.

Cleanliness promotes self-respect. Self- 
respect is contagions, like confidence.

BOSTON TAKES THE 


FIRST GAME BEFORE 


VERY SMALL CROWD 


Chicago. Sept. 6.—-One of the smallest 


crowds which ever turned out for u 
world's series opening saw the Boston 
Bed Sox of the American J.capue de- 
feat the Cubs of the National league. 
1 to 0, yesterday in an errorless game. 


The battle was between two emi 
nent representatives of what tho dic- 
tionary calls the 
family 
hippopota- 


midae—namely: "Hippo" Vaughn of the 
Cubs ajld another hippo rejoicing in the 
name of "Babe" Ruth. 
These two plants fought it out all 


the way and although Kuth allowed six 
hits to his opponents five, the "break 
went to the invaders and they were 
consequently making confident claims 
to the world's championship. 


Effect of the war was everywhere ap- 


parent, especially in the temper of the 
crowd. wHlph. largely a Chicago one. 
saw the home team drop the first game 
without a protest. There was no cheer- 
ing during the contest nor was there 
anything like the usual umpire baiting. 


War taxes, the high cost of living. 


curtailed railroad service at advanced 
prices, the weather, the curtailed sea- 
son and over -all the shadow of the war 
were said to account for the indifference 
of the public. The dyed-in-the-wool fans 
were there, but not the general public. 


The left-field bleacher space, usually 


given over to the virtues of a certain 
chewing gum, admonished the crowd 
to "keep the glow in Old Glory." and 
the right-field space commanded "Buy 
war savings stamps and do it now.1' 
At" intervals six airplanes from the war 
Exposition on the lake- front reminded 
the spectators that baseball is not an 
essential industry. 
Even' the brass band was cut down 


to a war basis of 12 pieces and it at- 
tracted most attention when it played 
the "Star-Spangled Banner." On this 
occasion players and audience stood re- 
spectfully, Fred Thomas among them. 
Thomas, third baseman for Boston, was 
in the Red Sox uniform by grace of a 
14-day fat-lough from the Great Lake* 
naval training station. 
One thrill was granted the crowd 


aside from the game, and that was 
what must have happened to the aspir- 
ations of ticket speculators. They had 
unlimited seats which they attempted 
to sell at double and even treble normal 
prices. 
The one-handed spear by Scott of 


Vaughn's hot grounder in the seventh 
inning .provided the one spectacular. 
feature of the contest. It was a Beauti- 
ful play, but at the time the Cubs were 
not threatening. 
The whole nine in- 
nings failed to produce a hit for extra 
bases nor any- real test of speed for the 
-outfielders. 
George Whiteman, utility outfielder, 
starred in the outfield for Boston and 
doubtless prevented the Cubs 
from 


scoring. He was also the only man of 


' the invaders to make two hits, one of 


which figured in Boston's lone but vic- 
torious tally. 
Vaughn's momentary weakness in the 


fourth inning cost him the game. 
Shean, the first man up for Boston. 
walked when the Cub twirler attempt- 
ed to work the corners on Umpire 
O'Day. ^Strunk. who followed, flied to 
Vaughn on an attempted sacrifice, and 
Whiteman delivered his second blow, 
sending Shean to second. 
Paskert's 


quick return prevented the Red Sox 
second baseman from taking third.
